Industrial Cooperative Training is a cooperation of school 
and businesses of the community to provide on-the-job 
training for the student so that he will be employable upon 
his high school graduation. Technical Drafting is a three- 
course sequence finally leading to a special skill for the stu- 
dent. Cooperative Distributive Education is a two-course se- 
quence designed to give the student on-the-job training in 

areas of wholesale and retail service. Cooperative Office Oc- 

cupation is designed to give a student interested in business 

an appropriate background.

Aside from the main curriculum, various students receive one half unit credit for 
serving as office or teacher assistants during their study hall time. Most other stu- 
dents are assigned at least two hours of study hall a week. Each student has fifty 
minutes each day designated as lunch: for eating, playing cards, catching up on lost 
sleep or sometimes studying.
